' CINCINNATI MAY FESTIVAL 


The annual music festival now in 


progress in Cincinnati is an event which 
has called out a degree of public inter- 
eat hitherto unequaled in the history of 
similar ventures, at least in the western 
states. 
The feature of the festival 


which produced so much enthusiasm 
has been the dedication of the new 
music hall, for which 
Cincinnati is 


mainly indebted to the munificence of 
one of her wealthy citizens, Mr. Reuben 
R. Springer. This building, erected on 
the corner ot 13th and Elm streets 
(th'e site of the old exposition build- 
ings) is the finest structure devoted to 
mupic in the United States, and well 
justifies the proud boast of Cincinnat- 
iars—that their city is the musical 
center of the Union. 
Immense in its 


proportions, it is neither gay nor gaudy, 
but on the contrary severe in the sim- 
plicity of its interior, albeit the exter- 
nal appearance is all that could be de- 
sired in the way of architectural beauty. 
The great organ—the largest in Amer- 
ica and tho fifth in size in the world— 
is a perfect triumph of musical mechan- 


ism, 
and a fit counterpart of the build- 


ing. 


This magnificent building was dedi- 


cated on Tuesday evening, the ceremo- 
nies being a concert of almost unparal- 
leled brilliancy, an ode written for 
the 


occasion, and the usual formal speeches. 
The audience on this occasion numbered 
about 7,000, every seat being occupied, 
while many hundreds occupied standing 
room in the rear of the seats. «A eon- 
cert each afternoon and evening of the 
three succeeding days completes the 
musical part of the festival. 


During the week the city has been 


entirely given up to the joys of the oc-

DEATH OF EARL BDSSE1J.. 


The telegraph announces tne death 


of the eminent English statetman, Ear 
Russell, which took place in London 
yesterday- 


Earl John Russell, third son of the 


sixth Duke of Bedford, was born in 
London August 18, 1792. 
He received 


his education at the University of Ed- 
inburgh, and during the Peninsular war 
traveled in Spain and Portugal. 
In 


1813 he was elected to Parliament as a 
Whig, and, at the close of 1819, he be- 
gan his career as a Parliamentary re 
former, making annual motions on the 
subject. 
His Parliamentary career 


continued until 1834. 
In 1835 he was 


appointed Secretary of State for the 
Home Department, holding that posi- 
tion until 1839, when he became Secre- 
tary of State for the War Department 
and the Colonies. 
Vigorously carrying 


various reform matters, he continued 
Minister until August 30, 1841, when 
the second Peel Ministry succeeded to 
that of Lord Melbourne. 
For five years 


he was chief of the opposition, and in 
184(5, on the breaking up of the Tory 
party, he became Prime Minister, hold- 
ing the office of First Lordjof the Treas- 
ury. 
In 1852 he was defeated on the 


militia question, and resigned, but when 
the Aberdeen Ministry was formed the 
same year he became Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, and soon afterward 
became Lord President of the Council. 
In 1855 he withdrew from the Aberdeen 
Ministry, and subsequently 
became 


Colonial Secretary in the Palmerston 
Ministry, from which he withdrew the 
same year. 
In ] S59 he again became 


Secretary of State for Foreign affairs, 
and in 18C1 was elevated to the House 
of Lords, with the title of Earl. 
It 


was during his control of foreign affairs 
that he took part in the "Holstein- 
Schleswig" and ''Trent" complications. 
In 1865 he again became Prime Minis- 
ter, with Mr. Gladstone as Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, but in I860 the Min- 
istry resigned. 
Since then he has been 


an unofficial supporter of Liberal meas- 
ures in the House of Lords. 
As a lit- 


erary writer his wo.-ks are numerous. 
In 1835 he married the widow of Lord 
Ribblesdale. and in 1841 the daughter 
of the Karl of Minto.

OCR JlrLLiso INDUSTRY.— The milling 


industry of the United States ranka next 
to the great iron interest in point of mag- 
nitude. 
Unlike the iron interest, how- 


ever, it is not confined to spots here anc 
there throughout the 
country, but is 


spread over the entire land. The flour 
mills number over 25,000, employing over 
CO 000 men, who are paid annually in 
wages about $20,000,000. 
The yearly 


production of these mills is nearly 50,- 
000,000 barrels of flour, of which about 
4,000,000 are exported to foreign coun- 
tries. Pennsylvania has the largest num- 
ber of mills, there being nearly 8,000m 
this state. Next stands New York with 
nearly 2,000 mills. Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri, North Carolina, Virginia, Geor- 
gia and Tennessee have over 1,000 each. 
Other states range from 700 down to less 
than a 100. Some of the largest milling 
states, such as Minnesota, Michigan, Iowa 
and Illinois, while they have not propor- 
tionately so many mills, employ the great- 
est average of men. This is accounted 
for by the greater number of merchant 
mills nud the larger mills there found.

that Hayes is a usurper, and that he shall 
not remain in ollice. These men have no 
control in the Democratic party. They 
dared not even follow Alex.

A Southern Democrat Braves the Will of 


the Majority in Reference to the

One of the most noticeable speeches 


made during the debate on Potter's in- 
vestigation in the House on Monday, 
was that of Mr. Mills (Dem.), of Texas. 
We give the following fuller report of 
t than appeared in our dispatches: 


Mr. Mills argued that the resolution 


lid not present a question of privilege, 
rfe could find no shelter for it under 
-he Constitution, unless under that pow- 
:r of the Constitution which gave the 
[louse the right .0 originate an im- 
peachment against the President for 
iigh crimes and misdemeanors; but in 
order to make it a question of privilege 
under that constitutional provision the 
resolution must contain achargc against 
:hc President of sufficient gravity to 
justify the House in putting him on 
trial for impeachment. All frauds al- 
leged in the resolution had been onee 
investigated, and a competent body 
under the Constitution had declared the 
present incumbent of the Presidency to 
be duly elected under the Constitution 
and law, and that was the end of it. 
The 
power no longer existed in the 


Forty-fifth Congress, and any attempt 
of the Forty-fifth Congress to exercise 
such power over the Presidential elec- 
tion was usurpation. 
This 
Congress 


had no power at all over this question. 
Whatever power the Constitution vested 
in cither Congress on such a subject had 
been exercised by the Forty-fourth Con- 
gress, and there remained not a shadow 
of right on the part of this Congress to 
exercise sueh power. 
The only power 


which this House had over the President 
was the power to impeach him for some 
crime and misdemeanor which he him- 
self had committed, but not for frauds 
which others had committed in bring- 
ing him to the Presidency.

Illinois During the Revolution. 


The New York <S'rm gives a bit oi 


history concerning an event on Illinoi 
territory during the dark days of the 
revolution, on the 4th of July 100 yean 
ago. 
It is proposed to celebrate the 


important event in grand style at Spring- 
field on the 4th of July next. 


"The proposal that Illinois shouk 


ccntcnnially celebrate, on the next 
Fourth of July, her private deliverance 
from British thraldom, at first sounds 
like a western joke. 
But the proposal 


is serious, and rests on a basis of his 
tory. 
Kaskaskia, the oldest settlement 


in what is now Illinois, was, at,tho out 
break of the revolution, occupied as an 
outpost by a British garrison, which was 
withdrawn to Detroit on the American 
invasion of Canada in 1775. A smnl 
defensive force, however, was still left 
there, under the command of lloche 
blance, a Frenchman. 
On the 4th ol 


January, 1778, Colonel George Rogers 
Clark of Virginia, on the recommenda- 
tion of Jefferson, Mason, and Wythe, 
pushed out into the extreme west with 
four companies of Virginia troops, and 
on the 4th of July reached and cap- 
tured Kaskaskia. 
Thence he moved to 


Vincennes, and there prepared for an- 
other campaign, but was driven out by 
the advance of the British from Detroit 
under Lieut. Gov. Hamilton. 
The 


latter announced his purpose of recov- 
ering the Illinois region, but Col. 
Clark agiin marched against him from 
Kaskaskia and recovered Vincennes; in 
the following February, Gov. Jefferson 
sent reenforeements from 
Virginia and 


North Carolina, and Illinois remained 
in American possession.

A. "WOMAN- IN THE CASE. 


Arrest of the Murderer, 


From Monday's Daily. 


Further details of the Christian county 


murder puts the matter in a somewhat 
different light. 
It is possible that the 


killing of constable Neeley, last July, 
may have had something lo do with the 
murder of Erwin on Saturday, inasmuch 
ashe was the only living witness of the 
homicide, and an anonymous letter re- 
ceived by him a few weeks ago. mailed at 
Kansas City, warned him to get out of the 
country, on that account. This letter had 
been mailed at Blue Mound, directed to 
the postmaster at Kansas City, -with the 
request that it be re-rnailed by him to Er- 
win. The postmaster at Kansas City did 
as directed, but took the precaution to 
write on the back of the letter the facts 
as to how it came into his hands. What 
figure this cuts in the subsequent mut- 
ters connected with the murder can only 
be conjectured. 
The story as it comes 


to us to-day is as follows: Erwin was 
walking in the road, between his house 
and that of Spiers—the two houses be- 
ing about a mile apart—when he met a 
neighbor named Stephen Wilcox, who 
warned 
him to go into the 
house 


of 
the 
latter which was 
near 
by, 


telling him that he had just come liom 
Spiers' house, 
and that 
Spiers 
had 


threatened tokillhim (Erwin) The latter 
made light of the matter saying he was 
not afraid of Spiers. Wileox again ad- 
vised him to take refuse iu the house, as 
Spiers was then IL sight, coining towards 
them with a gun on his shoulder. Kr- 
win still said thei'3 was no danger, and a 
third time refused to go into the house 
upon the entreaty of Wilcox. By this 
time Spiers had come near enough to 
speak, and, saying "Sam Erwin, jou 
have 
ruined 
my 
wife," he 
raised 


the 
gun 
to 
shoot. 
The 


cap, however, missed tire, and then Erwin 
started towards him. Between the two 
men was a little ditch, and as Irwin step- 
ped into this ditch, and while he was in a 
slightly stooping position, Spiers tired the 
other barrel of his gun, the load takini* 
cll'cct in the neck and breast of Erwin. 
Notwithstanding the tcnible wound he 
had received, Erwin kept on until he 
reached Spiers, and caught hold of him. 
Spiers then struck him with the gun and 
knocked him down, falling upon him as 
he fell. By this time Wilcox had reached 
the two, and Erwin told him, in an almost 
inaudible whisper, to take Spiers off.— 
Wilcox told Spiers to get oft, or he would 
knock him off, whereupon he rose up and 
started towards his house. Wilcox turned 
Erwin over [he was lying on his face ], and 
and in a moment he was dead. 


Spiers, it seemd, then endeavored to 


escape, and was not found until this 
morning, when he was arrested at Sharps- 
burg, a station on the 0. & 51. K. R., live 
miles west of Taylorvillc. 


En\in was buried at Grove City yester- 


day, by the Masonic order, of which he 
was au honored member. Public opinion 
in the neigl-boorhood seems to be divided 
concerning the reported intimacy between 
Erwin and Mrs. Spiers, and man} assert 
thnt the murderer only made the charge 
in order to have an excuse for k lling 
Ei win.

CHILD BUUNED,—This morning a child 


of Mr. Charles Perry, who lives on webt 
Cerro Gordo street, was badly burned 
wilh burning fluid. It seems that the 
child which is about fifteen months old, 
by some means upset a can of lluiJ upon 
the tloor, spilling quite a quantity of it 
upon the' lloor and upon its clothing. 
Mrs. Perry, the mother of the child, re- 
moved It to a remote part of the loom 
and then threw a lighted match upon the 
lloor where the. lluid was spilled, tor the 
purpose of burning it before it stiu'.k in- 
to the tlooring. Toe flame of tlie burn- 
in? fluid set the gas arising from it on 
fire, and at once communicated the blaxe 
to the child's clothing, setting it on fire, 
and in a second the little one. was envel- 
oped in llames.

This morning, ,is the train over the I., 


13. & W. lioad which is due hore at 10:4"), 
i\as about four miles out from to\vn, it 
ran over a man who was lyiug upon the 
track apparently ailecp, cutting his head 
from his body and mangling him iu u 
most shocking manner. 


The train was halted as soon as possible 


and the body laid aside, when the train 
moved to town.

During the absence of the coroner, 


Deputy Marshal Brcekway summoned a 
jury, with M. Y. Givler as foreman, and 
an inquest was held soon after the body 
arrived. The engineer of the train testi- 
fied that when about four miles out he 
discovered a man lying on the track; ho 
would judge about six hundied feet 
ahead; he at once whistled down brakes 
and reversed his engine, but before a halt 
could be made, the train had passed over 
the man with the result stated. Tto fire- 
man testified to the same facts substan- 
tially, 
A man by the name of Hickey 


testified that he recognized the clothing 
on the man as being those of John Stack, 
a section hand on the I., B. & "\V. H'y., 
who boards near Argenta. Another man 
by the name of Young aho stated that he 
believed deceased to be John Stucl-,. A 
telegram wa^sent to Argenta inquiring if 
John Stack was there, and a reply came 
that he had not been on the !-ec,tion,nor 
at his boarding house since yesterday 
morning, llickey testified that he board- 
ed ut the same place with black, and felt 
sure it wai, him. Should the body prove 
to be that of Stuck, he has no relatives in 
this part of the country, and the body 
will be buried thU evening.

was found, and the strong odor of whisky 
upon tlie body and clothing of deceased, 
left no doubt as to what it had contained,
